Overall it’s a neat^ 
packased same with 
plenty of suprises and 
great concepts to keep 
you interested for a 
while.

Being a player of some finesse and 
good vision myself ,1 prepared for an 
easy task . How mistaken I was . I’d 
like to see Shearer and Sutton put a 
ball past this keeper first time . Not 
bad for a computer animated cartoon . 
You get five shots and you have to try 
and get three goals . The ball comes In 
from the right and the cursor Is moved 
using the direction pad . It’s tricky get¬ 
ting the cursor on target and getting 
your timing right . Believe me I know . 
If you are lucky enough to fluke three 
goals then you might be able to handle 
your next task which is to score a few 
goals on the basket ball court.

You 
are presented with two modes . Firstly 
there Is the Sports Festival Mode that 
can be either one or two player where 
you have alternate goes to eventually 
decide just who Is the best out of you 
and your friends . If only one of the two 
players finish the game and qualify for 
the next sport both players will go on 
regardless of this .quite a nice touch 
that allows you to stand some chance 
of keeping up with your friends . 
Secondly their is the carnival mode 
that consists of two games that you 
simply have to choose and keep going 
as long as possible without making 
mistakes. 

In the Sports Festival mode you get a 
chance to progress your way through 
six sports but only if you’re good 
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move your player around and hit either 
backhands or forehands . This is one 
of the trickiest levels to get past and 
requires some serious practice . if 
however you do get any further then 
you will face the challenge of the Golf 
- course . This involves trying to get 
holes In one . You must get three ,five 
,or seven depending on what level you 
are on . After this is the American 
Football challenge in which you must 
score two touchdowns out of four 
attacks whilst avoiding being blocked 
by another toon figure midfield . After 
this you finally get a chance to indulge 
In some of Americas favourite pastime 
. Yes you got It .Baseball. You have to 
get three .four or five points depending 
on your level . If you complete this 
then you are the ultimate tiny toon 
sports personality . Cool or what ! 
Alternatively you can try your patience 
and hand eye co-ordination with the 
two games on the Carnival mode .they 
are Shirley’s water panic or Fifi’s water 
squirting game.

The game is very rapid and can be a 
bit of a handful . It was initially slightly 
slated due to the fact that It is very dif¬ 
ficult to control . However if you can 
control spiderman in the second game 
then you shouldn’t have any problem 
as infact I always found the mechanics 
of the game somewhat smoother than 
the second game . Despite this the 
game is far from easy and takes an 
awful lot of skill ,it is quite possible to 
waste a lot of time simply getting 
through the first level .

The graphics are superb in the game

. We are talking superb amounts of 
realism that really help the game on Its 
long and torturous path where you are 
In constant danger of being beaten 
senseless by thousands of Spider 
Slayers . The storyline is also pretty 
good (and so it should be) which also 




helps the game greatly 
The games main problem as you 
might have guessed is its level of diffi¬ 
culty and ,to be honest If you found 
Spiderman two a handful then you will 
still have great difficulty In playing this 
game ,on the other hand if you have 
the right skill to do well In the previous 
game then you shouldn’t have any 
problem In finally doing respectably 
well . When the game was first 


reviewed back in good old Issue four¬ 
teen It was given a total score of 83% 
.which is really less than the game 
might have got If it had been slightly 
easier . The scores for lastabillty and 
presentation were both nine out of ten 
whereas gameplay only scored seven 
out of ten and this is entirely due to 
the level of difficulty .maybe It could 
have scored more . 
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Recently I’ve had the pleasure of watching countless old episodes of 
Spiderman on cable TV .

Storm 
is trapped in an underwater maze and 
really has to work hard to maintain 
her air supply and avoid all manner of 
underwater nasties as she raises the 
water level in order to find the exit . 
Gambit is forced to face a hellish 
chess board with deadly pieces but 
remember all of these characters 
have the advantage of being X-Men 
and they’re out to win .especially 
since there lives on the line .

The option of 
screaming kids seemed much more 
hideous than a few kickings by the 
Game Boy. 

As my journey continued I started to 
really get to grips with this little beauty 
mmm !

then Israel give me your best. I actu¬ 
ally started not only to score goals but 
won the odd match . Almost time to 
get into the league proper . Well 
maybe a few practice games first . 
Well I finally arrived in the sprawling 
Metropolis that many refer to as 
London and felt I had got the hang of 
the game . By the time I got off the 
Tube at Oxford Circus I was feeling 
truly up amongst the Football greats . 
I was starting to get to grips with the 
Game Boys controls like never before 
. Quite frankly this game is great . I 
had the pleasure of going a few 
games of the Football sim on the 
Sega Saturn ( A serious piece of kit) 
and to be perfectly frank despite all It’s 
flash graphics it offered very little 
more in the way of Playability and you 
can’t take it on the train with you ,Oh 
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and an imported console will set you 
back several hundreds of pounds . 
FIFA soccer on the Game Boy repre¬ 
sents bargain basement entertainment 
that’s good enough to rival the best. 
I’ve always been a huge fan of FIFA 
soccer on its other formats . I would 
rate It above the other football games 
that shall remain nameless . The 
game was both loved and hated when 
it first appeared however I think It’s 
safe to say it has stood the test of time 
well with new versions being better 
and better . The pure fact that they 
have crammed so much onto a 
Gameboy cart is impressive on its own 
. The only things that are missing are 
instant replay and a two player option 
and these really don’t detract from 
what is actually a dam fine game . The 
instant replay option was always over¬ 
rated and in my opinion wasted time 
as my housemates always wanted to 
look again at their passes .shots on 
goal .fouls and anything else that 
occurred on the pitch . Boring ! 

The game has some of the finest 
graphics and best scrolling I’ve seen 
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for quite a while . There are some 
slight problems . the quick scrolling 
does mean that you require rapidly 
reacting players . The players are 
however not perhaps as quick reacting 


as one would like . Even the finest 
teams of the world when under your 
control are slower it seems than teams 
from less prominent Footballing 
nations . This can be a touch off- 


putting especially when used to faster 
formats but you soon get used to it . 
There Is also a slight flickering as the 
screen scrolls however It really doesn’t 
interfere with the Gameplay and can’t 
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be helped . The amazing graphics 
more than make up for this . It is rare 
you see something on the Game Boy 
that doesn’t look like a dodgy looking 
sprite made up of seriously blocky pix¬ 
els but FIFA soccer does really well in 
this respect providing us with some 
neat looking players . When they are 
fouled they really role around in agony 
so I suggest you always play with full 
fouls on as this livens up the game no 
end . Sometimes its tricky to pull off 
successful short passes but this is 
really down to practice and what’s

wrong with a bit of hit and hope type 
playing . 

If its a football simulator you want then 
this is the one for you . It is equally as 
good if not better than any of the other 
footie sims about and it really would 
add a load of credibility to your Game 
collection . This is definitely one to 
show off about . The options list is as 
long as your arm . You can play in the 
wet or the dry on grass or artificial 
pitches . Who could possibly ask for 
more than that . The conversion is an 
amazing feat and It’s not often that a 
Game Boy game is as good as the 
original on the SNES but here’s one 
that simply is . And it’s seriously 
portable and can sort you out on a 
long and tedious train ride . If you’ve 
got the cash go out there and buy it. If 
you don’t have the cash then beg or 
borrow it and go out there and buy It! 
nuff said !
